BULLETIN—London, Sept. 1.—(12:20 p.m.)—"“The Anglo 
French army corps have had to give ground but nowhere have they 
been broken through,” is the statement given out at the French em- 
bassy in London today. 

This announcement is a summary of that part of the official com- 
munication of the French war office referring to the German attack 
on the French left wing made public in Paris last night. 

French Success at Guise. 

London, Sept. 1.—(5:47 a.m.)—The Times correspondent at 
Dieppe sends the following: 

“| have just returned from the Amiens district to send this des- 
patch. A great battle has been fought at Croisilles and probably is 
still in progress, 

“The French claim a success towards Guise but south of it and 
all Saturday there was heavy fighting.

Germans Living on Horse Flesh. 

London, Sept. 1.—A Times despatch from Paris, speaking of 
the fighting in the north says: 

“Throughout the fighting of the last few days swarms of aero- 
planes have circled in the sky. 

‘The enemy’s supply arrangements are reported to have broken 
down, their men in some cases subsisting on the flesh of horses. The 
British transport is working admirably. The spirits of the Frensh and 
British troops are excellent.” 

Alarm Prevails in Berlin. 

London, Sept. 1.—The correspondent of the Express telegraphs 
from the Hauge saying: 

“There is the greatest alrm in Berlin over the advance of the 
Russian troops, The news that the Emperor has left the western 
headquarters and moved to the Russian front has shown the residents 
of the capital where the immediate peril of their safety lies. 

‘A story has been circulated that the Russians are preparing to 
avenge Louvain by treating the city of Berlin in the same way as the 
Germans treated that city, Many of the populace who can get away 
are going to Norway, Denmark and Switzerland. 

“In connection wtih the siege of Liege, it is told here that the 

German artillery experts, atter vainly trying every type of field gun 
at their command against the forts, sent to the Krupp factory for a 
new fourteen inch nayal gun, which was set down four miles from 
the nearest Liege fort. The first shot tired from it hit the officers’ 
mess house inside the Belgian fortification killing 125 men.” 
Casualty Lists Not Complete. 
1.—(3:55 am.)—The Mail says that the Ger- 
man military authorities have forbidden the publication of further 
casualty lists in the newspapers. The local newspapers are allowed 
to publish casualties of purely local interest from the lists posted in 
the ottices of the local administration, 

The Cologne Gazette on Saturday contained only a few names 
of soldiers belonging to local regiments, These form part of the 
thirteenth casulayt list. Only 12 complete lists have been published 
and these concern only the tighting which occurred before the large 
engagements. It appears, says the Mail, that the enormous casualty 
pulieredé@from the English are being carefully concealed, 

‘‘Germans Cannot Invest Paris,”’ 

London, Sept. 1.—(3:40 am, i Engene Clemenceau, former 
premier of France, is quoted as saying, by the Paris “correspondent 
of the Mail: 

“We are fighting for a great cause which is worthy of great 
sacrifices. We knew our frontier would be invested somewhere. We 
are still resisting and have many troops in reserve for the big battle 
which will follow this one. The Germans cannot invest Paris.

Their plans are not fully 
made, but It is expected they will go to 
New York and thence to Washington, 

The mission is entirely oflicial and 
facts will be placed before the Bovorns| 
ment at Washington. Althovgah Nel- 
gium now contemplates no request for 
American action ths feeling is that in 
view of the declaration of neutrality 
this would be improper anyhow, 
There is a secret hope that when the! 
government and the American people | 
learn the full truth about what has! 
happened in Belgium there will be a 
spontaneous outburst of indignation | 
which may bring some definite results, 
If it does not, the officials feel that by 
merely laying bare their facts it will 
have a splendid effect on the ultimate | 
settlement at the end of the war. 

The members of the mission make no 
effort to conceal their intense indigna- 
tion, being unable to find words suffi- 


jatocities known, 


cient to express their bitter condem- 
nation. 

The latest phase of German wrong- 
doing coming after the Zeppelin exploit 
at Antwerp and the burning of Louvain 
and other cities, is the German seizure 
of hundreds of RHelgian peasants, 
forcibly taking them to Germany, 
where they are forced to assist in har- 
vesting. 

Count de Lechtervelde, secretary of 
the Belgian prime minster and secre- 
tary of the American mission, com- 
menting upon this phase, said last 
night: 

“It is a return to savagery. Our peo- 
ple are being made slaves and forced to 
work in German flelds, It is what they 
did in the dark ages.” 

He also said that the story which 
the mission carries to America is a 
horrible one. He added that Belgium 
‘is not looking for sympathy but only 
wanted the full truth of.the German 
The commission con- 
sists of Carton de Wiart, minister of 
justice, Mons de Sadeler, minister of 
state, Emil van der Velde, social leader 
also head of the Internatlonal Socialist 
bureau, Paul Hyman,, leader of the lib- 
erals. All the men are of the highest 
standing in Belgium, If accommo- 
dations are procurable they will sail 
for New York Wednesday.

“What did you do 
with them?" he was asked, “Oh, just 
shied them overboard. There was no, 
room for such rubbish aboard our 
yacht.” 

The Germans also showed consider- 
able grit, it is declared. As one of the 
cruisers was going down with decks 
aflame and the flag and mast shot 
away the only man left In the fore- 
castle holsted the flag and then went 
down with the ship. Proof that some 
of the Germans were shot by their own 
officers, the correspondent says, is

The ambition of Germany’s war lord was to conquer the world. 


His dream was of a triumphant Germany ruled by a victorious Hohen- 


zollern, Being a left-over from medievalism, he failed to realize 
that there can no longer be such a thing as a victorious war. Finance, 
commerce, industrialism, have become international. War is a 
boomerang which hits the nation that launches it, No nation lives 
by itself. Germany is learning this through the intensest agony. 
Her trade with Britain, France and Russia is paralyzed. Her harbors 
are besieged. Her merchant marine is forfeit or tied up. Her fac- 
tories lie idle. Her harvests stand in the field. Her millions have 
been taken from useful toil to engage in the wasteful business of war. 
In one month she has done more damage to herself than could be 
repaired by decades of peace. She has destroyed in human life and 
in material things her most valuable assets. In the finish she will 
probably destroy in revolution the autocracy which has brought about 
this visitation, which has squandered her patrimony, demolished the 
progress of her scientists, inventors and artizans and invited the 
Cossack horde to roll the juggernaut of war over her cities and plains. 
But history has a way of marking her epochs. The inexorable 
law of evolution works ever upward toward the triumph of demo- 
cracy. The things done to stop it promote it, The horrors perpet- 
rated in the highways and lanes of France and Belgium teach men 
to the corners of the earth the worthlessness of despots and the use- 
lessness of war, This is the lesson, though it cost a million lives.
